Jerusalem Pilgrims 
Face Difficulties

JE R U S A L E M , 
Oct. 
24— (ZP)— 
Despite unsettled conditions, re­ 
ligious leaders in the Holy City are 
going ahead with plans to house 
Holy Year pilgrims to Jerusalem. 
The Rev. Ibrahim Ayad, secre­ 
tary and legal advisor of the Latin 
patriarchate — representing Pope 
Pius X II in the Middle East— said 
it is hoped to provide housing for 
3 OOO to 4,000 pilgrims at any giv­ 
en time. 
He told a reporter it is hoped to 
find room for about one-third that j 
number in Jerusalem itself, and to 
place the others in hotels and pri­ 
vate dwellings in nearby Jericho 
and Ramallah. The housing prob­ 
lem is complicated, however, by 
the crowding brought about by the , 
influx of Arab refugees.

Jordan brightened the pilgrim out- i 
look with a statement at Amman 
that he would extend “ every fa­ 
cility possible” to those desiring 
to make the Holy Year pilgrimage 
during the 12 months starting Jan.

would have “ no objection’ to an

Pension System 
Objective of Drive 


TOLEDO, 
Oct.

— UP)— 
Strategy of the CIO United Auto I 
workers is unfolding slowly, as the i 


union goes ahead withits unpre­ 
cedented 
drive 
for 
a 
regional 
pension system financed w'holly by 
employers in Northwestern Ohio. 
Eventual aim of the union, as 
explained 
by 
Richard 
Grosser, 
international vice president, is a 
m ulti-m illion-dollar pension fund 
covering some 50,000 employees 
of 125 plants in the area. 
For the time being, however, 
the preliminary bargaining ses­ 
sions have been confined to 15 
m ajor industrial firms in Toledo, 
the largest 
being the 
Electric 
A uto-Lite Co., with 6,000 workers; 
W illys-Overland 
Motors, 
Inc., 
6.000; Champion Spark Plug Co., 
2,200, and 
the 
Devilbliss Co., 
1,600. 
So far Gosser has disclosed that 
the pension plan calls for initial 
management contributions of $125 
per worker, followed up by pay­ 
ments from each company of IO 
cents an hour for each worker. 
From the regional pool thus set 
up would come pension benefits 
ranging up to $70 a month for a 
rorker 65 years of age 
with 30 
ears’ seniority. 


Plan Far-reaching 
A totally disabled worker with 
30 years’ service would receive 
$100 a month. Hospital benefits 
up to $280 a year would be pro­
